venlod capital, and also pay you ten ceants per ton in
sddition 10 the royalty? Wounld it not be better for
you Lo sa five cents por tom, sand be sure of
ithat for the remainder of the yoar, than to ocharge
them ten conts per ton, and get sothing? The meaning
i# aimply thin, if Lhe mon can maks it pay st § cents par
ton, they will work the colliery. If thay lind that thay
cannot make it pay at ten esnts, they will abandon the
oollisry. As you are a gontleman ondowed with goeod rea.
ronable facnities, judge for yoursalf. I have your own
words to say that ;,iou cannot make it pay interasl on the
vapital invested. low are thess men to do it and pay yon
ten cents per ton in addition to all other chargos, and
being ignorant of the trado, and also a dopressed market”

The above I8 made publle In order to show that the
workingmen, or at least their Meaders, know that
ther s po profit in mining coal at the high wagos
of a8t year; in the face of which knowledge they

ubetinately stand out, and persistently refuse any
lowe r rates, The letter shows also what the Flgure-
head of the W, B. A. considersa falr remuneration for
an investinent such as Colonel Jonnors, IHid cols
leries are all above water-level, with plenty of
mining timber on the tract, fully developed andin
pood working order. 1t has cost fully 200,000 to put
them In thelr present condition. I guch collleries
a8 thede, with all thelr advantages, cannot be made
L0 pay more than sive centa per ton, “with a depressed
arket,” what cau be expected of the more expen-
pive ones below water level? We do not nnder-
stand how the W. B. A, can have the assur-
ance to demand the §3 Dbasls, after having
made such an offer for Colonel Conner's collleries,
and knowing that the market 18 depressed and
likely to be for the balance of the season, Five
vents per ton on 100,000 tons would be £6000 por
year; truly a rich refurn for such an Investment,
Oue gevere break-down might cost that, and per-
haps more. This $5000 would be exactly 24 per
cent, profit, which i8 not consldered a paying rate
in this country, Ccertainly no capitalist wounld de-
gire an investment on these termg, Had the Pigure-
hend been slightly more conversant with the capital
view, he might have thought somewhat differently,
and might have allowed a slightly more eqoal rate
of profit for moneyed and unmoneyed men. But
l'n'rh'.lpq this 18 one of the necessary evilg ol riches,
The more wealthy man, after tolling hard and get-
ting foremost in the rave, must, of coorae, give up
all advantages, and live only to nelp forward the
poor man who has not worked ao hard, and conse-
gquently a8 not been 8o fortanate fn 1ife,
